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( 5 ) any person who has knowledge of or has received 
instruction or assignment in the espionage* counterespionage, 
or sabotage service or tactics of a government of a forei gn 
country or a foreign political party, unless such knowledge, 
instruction, or assignment has been acquired by reason of 
civilian, military, or police service with the United States 
Government, the governments of the several States, their 
political subdivisions, the District of Columbia, the Territories, 
the Canal Zone, and the insular possessions, or unless such 
knowledge has been acquired solely by reason of academic or 


personal interest not under the supervision of or in o repara- 


tion for service with the government of a foreign country or 
a foreign political party, or unless, by reason of employment 
at any time by an agency of the United States Government 


having responsibilities In the fi e ld of intelligence, such 
person has made full written disclosure of such knowledge 
or instruction to officials within such agency, such disclosur e 
has been made a matter of record in the files of such at 




and a written determination has been made by the Attorney 
General or the Director of Central Intelligence that registra- 
tion would not be in the Interest of national security .
